EIGTITEEX NEW SPECIES AND ONE NEW GEXUS OF BIRDS 
FROM EASTERN ASIA AND THE AI.EUTIAX ISLANDS.

Tliis paper is based mainly on a eolleetion of ])irds*niade l:>y the 
late Mr. P. L. Jony (hiring a residence of over three years in Korea. 
It contains 554 excellent skins, mainly from Fnsan, ('hemnlj)o, Seoul, 
and Tsushima, with a few from Gensan, and is imicli the imxst 
important collection ever made in that country, ^lany of the spe- 
cies were not known from Korea at the time the collection was made, 
but most of tliese have since been recorded. There are a few which, 
although commonly supposed to be accidental in Korea, are repre- 
sented by a considerable series, showing them to lu‘ of regular (Occur- 
rence, at least during the migrations. ]\Ir. Jony was engaged in 
working ii]) the collection at the time of his death, on ^larch 22, 1894; 
but aside from notices of a few species in Dr. Ixaonhard Stejneger’s 
articles on the avifauna of Japan, nothing has ever been published 
in regard to it. 

In the preparation of a paper on tlie ornithological results of the 
recent cruise of the United wStates Fisheries steamer Alhatrofifi in the 
nortli and northwest Pacific and the Japanese seas, I have courte- 
ously loeen permitted to make use of tliis collection, which is most 
interesting in bringing out the relationship of the avifauna of Jajian 
to tliat of Korea. 

TISAfl Clark, new genus. 

Medium sized, semiterrestrial tinches with tlu' lull rather large, 
moderately stout, and conical. 

Bill about half length of head, conical, the depth at base greater 
than its width at the same point, the distance from nostril to ti}) of 
maxilla equaling the goiiA^s in length, and also equaling the distance 
from inferior corner of mandible to liase of ciihnen. Cnlnien and 
gonys nearly straight, the former slightly deciirved at tip; tomia of 
the maxilla nearly straight, with a small notch near the tip; nasal

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grooves nearly filled with hairy feathers, with rather strong bristle^ 
at the base; cidnKMi length of outer toe witliout (-law, or on(‘-half 
length of tarsus. 

Wiug about four times as long as tarsus, rounded, the iirst four 
primaries l)eing about the same hmgth (the first slightly shorter than 
the other three) with the fifth somewhat shorter. 

Tail equal to distance from wrist to tip of tertials, scpiare at the 
tip, the central feathers only very slightly shorter than the lateral. 

Tarsus one-quarter length of wing and equal to the middle toe 
with daw. Hallux about length of inner toe, with a curved claw a 
little less than its own length. 

Coloration, in oidy known species, slaty gray, mottled on the back 
with black and usually washed with brownish, the tertials bordered 
witli bi’own and bidf. Female, l)rown above, rump chestnut, lower 
]:>arts yellowish bufl’ obscurely streaked with brown. 

Tisa variahUis (Temminck)" has been placed by various authors in 
the genera Emberlza, Euspiza^ Zonotricliia^ llupocentor, and Erln- 
giUaria, while Seebohm ^ suggests that it should be placed in the 
genus Spizdia. This bird shows a most remarkable superficial 
reseml)lance to Phrygiliis unicolor (D’Orbigny) of western South 
America and to Junco vnlcani (Boucard) of Costa Rica. Inhabits it 
r(\seml)les Junco or Zonotrichia. 

Type of flic gcnu,s- Emheriza variabihs Temminck. 

ARDEA CINEREA JOUYI Clark, new subspecies. 

Type . — Cat. Xo. 114429 U.vS.N.M.; male, Seoul, Korea, July 4, 
1S83; P. L. Jouv, collector. 

Three specimeus of this heron from Seoul, and a bird from the Tao 
River, just west of ]\Iiu-Cheo, Kansu, Cbina, differ from five spcaa- 
mens from Furo])e in being somewhat lighter above, with the wing 
coverts (])articularly the distal lesser, the median, and the greater) 
much lighter, almost ashy white. This character appears to be 
constant as it holds good in all the specimens I have been able to 
(‘xamine. This is intei'esting in furnishing a parallel to the light 
eastern form of (Jnis grm, known as Grus‘ grus lilfonli. 

PHASIANUS KARPOWI BUTURLINIc Clark, new subspecies. 

Type. — Cat. Xo. 114027 U.vS.X.M.; male, Tsushima, Korean Straits, 
]\Iay 21, 1885; P. L. Jouy, collector. 

Similar to Ph. k. karpowi Buturlin from Korea, l)ut mantle and 
fianks ])alei% rump more grayish, tail (central rcHdrices) more olive and 
less yc'llowish, and l(‘ss heavily barred toward the tip, and superciliary

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stripes broader and more conspicuous, beginning on fore part of crown 
(where tliey are separated by a tongue of dark green feathers from tlie 
foreh(‘ad, equal to them in width) and extending to the nape. Tlie 
liill is sliglitly shorter witli the culmen more arched than in any of the 
seven specimens of Ph. A*. I'arpoiri before me. 

This subspecies represents Ph. Ic. l:arpoiri on the Tsusliima Islands 
in the straits of Korea, where it is common. 

LAGOPUS JAPONICUS Clark, new species. 

Type . — Cat. No. 121179 ; male, mountains of central 

Hondo, Japan ; July 7, 1888; ]\[. Kikuchi, collector. 

This is a very dark form of the Lagopus rnpestris group, in general 
appearance being most like L. ridgwayi Stejneger. It diflers from 
specimens of that species taken in Jidy in having the vermiculations 
of the ujiper surface miu‘h coarser and light buff in color instead of 
deep rust}". On the breast, sides, and Hanks this species is even darker 
than L. ridgweiyc approaching L. evermanni Elliott; ljut what few 
markings there are are light bull’ and much coarsca- than in either of 
these s])ecies. 

LAGOPUS RUPESTRIS CHAMBERLAINI Clark, new subspecies. 

Type . — Cat. No. 1:11867 U.S.N.M.; male, Adak Island, Aleutians, 
July, 189:3; C. II. Townsend, (‘ollector. 

This subspecies is nearest to L. r. toirmendi Elliott, of Kiska 
Island, from which it ditlers in its finer vermiculations above, which 
give the liird a grayer appearance, and in having the conspicuous 
black bars on the neck and upper back of the Kiska bird reduced to 
very narrow bars or vermiculations, tlie whole i)lumage presenting a 
much more delicate j)atteni. The pattern on the breast, sides, and 
Hanks resenilJes that found in L. r. atkhensis Turner, but the ground 
color is more gra^ush. In the character of its markings L. r. cl^amher- 
lalni is intermediate between L. r. townsendi and L. r. atlthensis, but 
in general coloration it is mucli grayer than either, being the grayest 
of all the Aleutian ptarmigan. Tlie female of L. r. chcnnherlaini is 
very iinely marked ahove and lielow, resembling in this respect the 
female of L. r. atldiensis, but it is very much grayer than that bird 
above, and duller and less rufous beneath. The female of L. r. 
townsendi is heavily barred beneath, most nearly resembling the 
female of L. evermanni of Attn, of which the male is sooty black. 

It is interesting to note that this, the grayest and one of the lightest 
of the Aleutian ptarmigan, occupies a jiosition in the center of the 
Aleutian chain; on either side the birds become more rufous fL. r. 
afkdienms on Atka to the east, and L. r. townsendi on Kiska to the

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west), while on the extremes of the cliain we find the dark L. r. 
nrlsoni on Ihialaska, and tlu‘ almost entirely sooty l)la(‘k L. (verifianni 
on At i n. 



iESALON REGULUS INSIGNIS Clark, new subspecies. 

Type. — Cat. Xo. 1 145S0 IT.S.X.^I. ; male, Fnsan, Korea; P. Jj. Joiiv, 
eolleetor. 

A nu'rlin from Korea which I have l>efore me dilfers so miieh from 
European examples and from specimens from Japan that it seems 
probable it represents a new race. Unfortunately, the bird is in 
juvenile pluma^’e with a few feathers of the adult in the back and one 
in the tail. It resembles Ji. r. rcgulufi from Europe in the same 
plumao'e, but is mueh lighter throughout, with the brown streakings 
below lighter and much narrower. The gray feathers wliieh are just 
a])pearing indicate that in the adult livery this bird will be mueh 
lighter than its European repnvsentative. 

CERCHNEIS PERPALLIDA Clark, new species. 

Type . — Cat. Xo. 114579 U.vS.X.iM.; male, Fnsan, Korea; P. L. Jouy, 
eolle(‘tor. 

This species resembles C. tinnunculus from Europe, but is paler 
throughout, except the thighs, which are in sharp contrast to the 
creamy white under parts. The gray on the head is paler, and is 
continued down onto the shoulders and interscapulary region, grad- 
ually merging into the rufous of the back; this c(dor also occupies 
the sid(\s of th(‘ head and ma'k, ext(‘nding down (Uito the sides of the 
breast. 

BUBO TENUIPES Clark, new species. 

Tyj>e. — (4ii.Xo. 1 14(>1S U.S.X.^I. : male, Fnsan, Korcai; P. L. Jouy, 
collector. 

Similar to /k hnho from Xorway, but smaller, the feet and claws 
very much snialkw and weak(‘r, and the tarsus much more slender. 
The coloration above resembles that of B. Imho, but the ground color 
is darker rufous, with the dark mottlings more extensive, except on the 
nape, and the light areas on the primaries larger. Below this spe- 
cies is somewhat darker rufous than B, huho: the feet are light 
rufous, obscurely, l)ut thickly, barred with brown. The feathering 
of the toes is as in B. hengalensis. 

The average measurements of three males Kom Korea are, wing, 
4M9 mm.; tail, 245 mm.; tarsus, 80 mm.; middle toe, 46 mm.; claw 
of middle' toe, 31 mm. 
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SYRNIUM MAd Clark, new species. 

Tyj}(\ — No. 1144o<) r.S.X.M.; female, Fusnn, Korea; P. Tj. 
elouy, e()ll(H‘tor. 

Somewhat resembles S. aluco from Norwa}^ in llu‘ a;ray |)hase^ but 
very miieh grayer with no trace of rufous, the wing eoverls lirownish 
gray instead of reddish brown; th(‘ head is l)rownish gray vrith a 
brok(‘n line of white from the base of the bdl over the eyo to tlie nape 
on either side, due to the jiresenee of larg(' white sjiots on (aieh feather 
in this region. The nape, hind neek, and sides of the neck are spotted 
and mottled with wdiite, the central dark ai’cas of the feathers 
imparting a streaked appearance. The facial disc is as in S. alnco^ 
but more uniformly gray, with no trace of nifous. The under]iarts 
are marked as in S. aluco ^ but tlu' ground color is white, and the 
stn^aks and vermiculations brownish gray. The urnh'r wing coveils 
are white, more heavily streaked with l>rown than in X. alvco, and 
the feet are much more h(‘avily baiaxal than in that species. The 
first primary is 25 mm. longer than the same feather in S. aluco, 
e([ualling the nintli in length; the fifth primary is the longest, the 
fourth nearly as long, the third somewhat shorter, and the sec<9nd 
intei'inediate Ix^tween the iiftli and scAmnth. 

The type measures, wing, 297 mm. ; tail, 192 mm. ; tarsus, 57 mm.

SYRNIUM URALENSE JAPONICUM Clark, new subspecies. 

T//pc. — Cat. Xo. 99394 U.S.X.M.; hmiale, Sapporo, Hokkaido, 
October 18, 1882. 

Although this and the following form are here described for the first 
time, the credit for pointing them out reall}^ belongs to Doctor 
vStejueger, for as long ago as 1893^^ he showial that they, differed from 
the continental form, and also differed among themselves, although 
he did not name them. 

Four specimens of tlie oavI commonly referred to by writers dealing 
with Japanese oi'iiithology as Syrnium uraJcnse prove to beh)ng to a 
Avell-marked subspecies, cliaracterized ])v much smalier size and more 
heavily feathered toes, the feathering concealing the last joint and 
the base of the claws. The ]>irds are uniform in coloration and are 
very pale, much paler than a bird from Romedal, Xcu'way, before 
me, resembling a bird lal)eled as from northern Eui'ope. 

A male measures, wing, 267 mm.; tail, 200 mm. (much abraded). 

Uiree females average, wing, 295 mm.; tail, 243 mm. 

All the specimens are from the island of Hokkaido.

SYRNIUM URALENSE HONDOENSE Clark, new subspecies. 

Tyj)e , — (^it. Xo. 10944] U.S.N.^I ; male, Iwaki, HodcIo, Feluuary 
2, 1NS(). 

Similar to S. u, japoniciim, ])iit darker and more l:>rowiiis]i, the 
white alcove more restricted, the light markings on the primaries and 
secondaries more restricted and never reaching the shaft; bai’s on 
t(‘rtials and inner secondaries with dark centers, sometimes reducing 
l)ars to mere outlines; bars on central pair of rectrices reduced to a 
double row of irregular spots; dai*k central streaks of feathers of 
lower breast and abdomen suddenly ex])anding near tip into an 
arrowhead figure, which occupies the whole tip of the feather, and 
not tapering almost to a point as in S. u. japonlcum. The feather- 
ing of the feet is as in Syrahun fmeescevs. 

The type measures, wing, 317 mm.; tail, 258 mm. 

This subspecies represents S. u. japonieum of Hokkaido, in the 
island of Hondo. 

DRYOBATES LEUCOTOS COREENSIS Clark, new subspecies. 

Type. Cat. Xo. 114112 U.S.X.M.; male, Kusan, Korea; P.Ij.Jouv, 
collector. 

Kesembles D, 1. leucotos from Xorway, but with the white above 
more restricted and the under surface tinged with pale buff, approach- 
ing D. 1. suhcirris from Japan. In D. /. coreensis the under wing cov- 
erts at the base of the primaries are dark brown, instead of white 
slightly mottled with brown as in 1). 7. leucotos. In the former the first 
primary has one spot of white (in one specimen an indicated second), 
the second primary two (the distal usually much the smaller), the 
third two (in one specimen an indicated third), and the fourth two 
larger and a distal smaller spot; in the latter the first primary has two 
white spots, the second two and an indicated third, the third three, and 
the fourth three, all of about the same size. The white patch on the 
upper wing coverts of D.l. coreensis is niiich smaller than in D.l. leu- 
cotos. The outermost tail feathers in 1). 1. coreensis are black, mar- 
gined with white on the outer web only in two specimens; in two others 
the white extends over the tip and down the inner web for about two- 
tenths of an inch. The outermost large tail feather in one specimen 
has one brown subapical spot on the outer web, in two has two, and in 
one has two and a very small third. In 1). 1. leucotos the outermost 
tail feather has the outer wel) (more broadly than in I). 1. coreensis) 
wdiite, and two large spots of white on the inner web; the outermost 
large tail feather has three brown spots on the outer web. 

The average' measurements of two males from Fusan, Korea, are, 
wing, 144 mm.; tail, 93 mm.; cuhnen, 36.5 mm.; tarsus, 26.5 mm. 

A female from Fusan measures, wing, 144 mm.; tail, 93 mm.; cul- 
men, 33 mim; tarsus, 25 mm. 
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DRYOBATES LEUCOTOS USSURIANUS Clark, new subspecies. 

Type.—Ctii. No. 10 SS 90 U.S.N.M. ; feniale, Ussuri, eastern Sil)eria. 

Keseml)les 1). 1. corcnisis, to wliieh it is most closely related, but the 
underparts are i)ure white, the rose red of the abdomen and under tail 
coverts clearer and somewhat paler, and the black striations of the 
under surface are finer and less numerous, and are confined to the sides 
of the chest and abdomen, not encroaching on the median area, giving 
the bird a much less streaked appearance. 

The measurements of the type are, wing, 145 mm.; tail, 93 mm.; 
culinen, 34 nun.; tarsus, 27 mm, 

GECINUS CANUS GRISEOVIRIDIS Clark, new subspecies. 

Type. — ^Cat. Xo. 114120 U.vS.X^.iU. ; male, Seoul, Korea; P. 1j. Joiiy, 
collector. 

This subspecies resembles (T c. jesso< nsts Stejneger, but is darker 
and didler throughout. The gray of the head is darker than in (t. c. 
jessoensisj but is washed with greenish as in that form. The green of 
the back is washed with gray, approaching G. c. perpalTulus vStejneger. 
The underparts are of a darker gray than in G, c. jessoensis, with less of 
the greenish wash, especually on the flanks and under tail coverts. 

It difi'ersfrom G. c. p( iy><iUuhis horn Vssim in being darker through- 
out, with the green on the back brighter and contrasting more strongly 
with the gray of the head. The under surface is darker, with a slight 
greenish tinge, and the head is slightly washed with green. 

Compared with C. c. eanuf^ from Norway, G. c, griseovirklls is duller 
green on the back, and darker gray l)elow. 

A comparison with (r. c. zhnmermanni Keichenow from Sliantimg 
sliows that G. c. ynsrortridls difiers in l)(4ng mucli greener on tlie back, 
with a more greenisli tinge below. G. e. ziinmernKUini seems to be a 
darker southern race of the Siberian G. c. jxrpallidns, as G. c. ynseo- 
riridls is a darker southern race of G. c. jessneusis of Hokkaido. 

Pallas’s name Plcm cldoeio'^ can not be a]:>plied to any one of the 
east xVsiatic sul:)species of Gecinus canus, liaAfing be(m proposed as a 
substitute for Gmelin’s 

The average measurements of four males from vSeoul and Gensan, 
Korea, are, wing 145 mm.; tail, 96.5 mm.; cidinen, 35 mm.; tarsus, 
26.5 mm. 

44ie average measurements of three females from Seoul and Gensan 
are, wing, 146 mm.; tail, 97 mm.; cuhnen, 33 mm.; tarsus, 26 mm.

eolleetor. 

Tlii.s siil)s])('(ues (liders from J\ r. cl fu reus in being sliglitly darker 
and more lii'ownish above, witli the l)lack of the head extending onto 
tlie shoulders where it merges with the gray of the back, instead of 
t(M*minating in a well-defined line across the upjier neck as in 7^. c. 
cine reus. 

From P. c. jV/y>e/^?V?/5vStejneger it difl’ersiu being somewhat darker and 
mor(‘ l)rownish, with the black of the head merging into the gray of the 
back on the upj)er back, and not extiuiding down into tlu‘ interscapu- 
lar regiim. 

The females may b(* distinguished from tlie femal(\s of P. c. clnereus 
and P. e. japonieys by the coloi' of the ii]3per ])arts, which are duller 
and more brownish. 

In size ]\ e. hitenuedius agrees with 7b c. clnereus, being somewhat 
h\ss than 7^. c. japonicus. 

OLBIORCHILUS FUMIGATUS PENINSUE.^: Clark, new subspecies. 

Cat. Xo. 114200 U.S.X".^!.; bnuale, Fusan, Konai ; P. \j. 
douv, (’ollector. 

K(‘sembles 0.f.fumi(jatus from Ja])an, but duller and less rufescent 
above, with the underparts somewhat lighter, and the light markings 
on the ear coverts and sides of head clearer and more extended. This 
l)ird approaches 0. J\ Idius Richmond from Shantung, but is more 
rufous in color, witli the markings below less pronounced. 

A male from Fusan, Korea, measures, wing, d2 mm.; tail, 33 mm.; 
culmen, 10 mm.; tarsus, 10 mm. 

The measurements of a female from the same locality are, ^ving, 48 
mm.; tail, 32 mm.: culmen, 11 mm. : tarsus, 1<S mm. 

OLBIORCHILUS FUMIGATUS AMURENSIS Clark, new subspecies. 

7'//pe.- -Cat. X^o. 114C)()1 U.S.X.]\[.; male, Amur. 

Similar to O.f.fumigutus from Japan, but darker above, jiarticularly 
on the head, which is very dark. The underparts are rathei* more 
grayish tlian in O. f. fumigntuSy and more distinctly marked. 

The ty] 3 c measur(‘s, wing, 52 mm.; tail, 34 mm.; tarsus, IS nun.; 
culnum, 12 mm. 

REMIZ CONSOBRINUS SUFFUSUS Clark, new subspecies. 

Type. — 'Cat. Xo. 113101 F.S.X'.M.; male, Fusan, Korea; P. 1.. Jouy, 
collector. 

Similar to E. c. consohrinus from Ja])an, but much more hufly 
throughout, the u])])er ])arts brighter (less grayish) buff, (he under- 
parts ])inkish buff instead of bufl 3 ^ white, this color extending to the 
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base of the bill, eiuising the white malar patches to a])]9car very dis- 
tinct. The borders of the rect rices are bulf instead of nearly white. 

Unfortunately, I have before me only four sjiecimens, two from 
Japan and two from Korea, not having been able to obtain any from 
southern China (typical R. c. consohrinus) for com])arison. From 
what has been written on this sjiecies, however, 1 judge that birds 
from China and Jaj^an are alike in color, and the descri])tion of the 
ty] 9 e fits my Jajianese examjiles very well. The Jajianese birds, how- 
ever, are sma ller than the bird described 1) V S win hoe, which agr(M‘s 
with my Korean specimens in size; a careful comj^arison of Chinese 
and Jaj^anese s])ecimens will ])robably make it necessary to recognize 
a B. c. japonicus, 

ACREDULA TRIVIRGATA MAGNA Clark, new subspecies. 

Type, — Cat. No. 1141S6 U.S.N.M.; male, Seoul, Korea; P. L. Jouv, 
collector. 

Similar to ^1. t, trivirgatus from Ja])an, but larger, with a much 
longer tail, with the white ])atch on the crown more extended, and the 
dark stri])c from the bill to the nape on either side (which is brownish 
in color) conse([uently narrower, and with the white on the tertials 
strongly tinged with biifly for their basal half. 

The measurements of the ty])e are, wing, 67 mm. ; tail, 99 mm.; tar- 
sus, 17 mm. 

Six specimens of A, t, trivirgatus from Hondo average, -wing, 60 mm. ; 
tail, SO mm.; tarsus, 17 mm.
